
A-bomb 
considered 
by Israel, 
Stern says 

BONN, March 12 (AP) — a West 
German magazine reported Wednesday 
that Israel has been an atomic power since 
the early 1970s and considered using the 
weapons following Arab successes in the 
October 5, 1973 war. 

The magazine Stem also said that the 
Jewish state was zealously preventing its 
potential adversaries from Ob taining their 
own mid ear weapons and was cooperati- 
ng with South Africa in nuclear research. 

Stem ’r reports axe contained in a 
series of articles to be published on Israel’ s 
intelligence service, Mossad. which the 
magazine termed “a secret service without 
scruples.” 

Stem said die series will Begin Thurs- 
day, but the allegations df Israels nuclear 
capability are not in the first installme nt. 
Editor Gunther Schoenfeld made the 
summary available to reporters. 

According to the magazine. Israel 
began working on its nudear weapons 
program in 1957. 

“The project near the desert dty of 
Dinxona was, initially supported by 
France” Stem said. “After (President 
Charfet) de Gaulle’s weapons embargo of 
1967, Mossad procured, by hijacking a 
uranium ship, the necessary basic materi- 
als for splitting the. ' atom.” 

Stem said Israel came dose to using the 
weapons in October 1973 when Egyptian 
and Syrian forces scored early successes in 
the October war. 

It said then Prime Minister Gedda Meier 
issued orders to move Israel's 13 nudear 
warheads from underground storage to air 
bases in the Negev desen, where they could 
be mounted on bombers.

Mutual financial coop- 
eration and various financial topics were dis- 
cussed. 

Sezgin said chat his country was keen to 
end its violent internal strife as soon. as poss- 
ible, and that in the future its economy should 
be more stable.

Jerusalem Committee meets 


MARRAKESH, March 12 (SPA) — 
Moroccan Foreign Minister Muhammad 
Boucetta presided over the second meeting 
of the Jerusalem Committee here Wednes- 
day. 

The meeting of the 14- member committee, 
which was opened by King Hassan U of 
Morocco Tuesday, is slated to discuss the 
implementation of its previous resolutions 
and the dr afting of plans and programs that 
wof ’d; hr’p in the liberation of Jerusalem. 
The agenda also includes a discussion on 
Musfim-Christian contacts in regard to the 
boJy city as well as a study of the report pre- 
pared by the Jerusalem Fund during its third 
session which ended Wednesday. 

The Fund’s Board of Directors has 
recommended the allocation of a session dur- 
ing which the member states should 
announce their subscription in the increased 
$100 million capital of the Fund. 

Meanwhile, the board urged the member 
states to make liberal donations with a view 
to enabling the Fund to achieve the objec- 
tives for which it had been set up. It also 
recommended the approval of a number of 
projects envisaged by the Jerusalem Commit- 
tee. 

In a related development, Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al- Faisal told Moroccan news 
agencies that he was optimistic the Jerusalem 
Committee would be successful in its deliber- 
ations. By cooperation, he said, the Islamic 
states can secure their own interests, includ- 
ing the liberation of Jerusalem and the 
legitimate rights of the people of Palestine. 

Prince Saud voiced support for the delib- 
erations of the meeting and urged the com- 
mittee to give primary concern to the basic 
Islamic issue — the Palestinian problem. 

Earlier Tuesday, Secretary General of the 
Organization of Islamic Conference, Habib, 
Cham told SPA here that political contacts 
would include a liaison with the major powers 
and a continuous dialogue with the Vatican. 

Chatti lauded Saudi Arabia’s role in the 
cause of Palestine and Jerusalem.

PARIS, March 12 (R) — The French gov- 
ernment Wednesday formally endorsed par- 
ticipation of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization (PLO) in peace talks and the Palesti- 
nian people's right to self-determination as 
stated by President Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
during his recent tour of Gulf states. Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia. 

The government also said Israel should be 
able to live within recognized and guaranteed 
borders. 

President Giscard d'Estaing reported to 
the weekly cabinet meeting on his Middle 
East tour and for the first time the French 
government embodied in a communique 
France's position of the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

The communique called on all interested 
parties to recognize that any lasting settle- 
ment “must be based on two universal and 
complementary principles which are for each 
state the right to security and each people the 
right to self-determination.’' 

The communique added: “each state in the 
region, in particular the state of Israel whose 
preoccupations in this field are legitimate, 
should be able to live in peace within secure, 
recognised and guaranteed frontiers, which 
Implies Israeli withdrawal from Arab ter- 
ritories occupied since 1967. 

“The Palestinian people, who also has the 
right to exist and organise itself as such, 
should be able to exercise its right to self- 
determination within the framework of a 
peaceful settlement... 

“All parties should on this basis be associ- 
ated with the negotiations and notably the 
Palestinian people, and this implies the par- 
ticipation of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization.” 

President Giscard d’Estaing* s declarations 
regarding PLO participation in peace talks 
during his Middle East tour aroused wide- 
spread criticism in Israel. The Israeli gov- 
ernment protested formally to the French 
government.

Kuwait boycotts 
Egypifili papers 

KUWAIT, March 12 (R) - Kuwait has 
banned Egyptian magazines and newspapers 
because of Egypt’s peace treaty with Israel, 
the ministry of information announced. 

The ministry said copies of the magazines 
AkherSaa 'a,Al -Musawwar and October had 
already been seized “because they break the 
conditions of the Arab boycott (of Israel) and 
contain propaganda for Israel and attacks on 
the Arabs." 

Other Arab countries including Saudi 
Arabia, North Yemen and Jordan banned 
Egyptian publications last year as pan of a 
campaign of economic and political sanctions 
against the Egyptian regime for signing the 
U.S.- negotiated peace treaty with Israel.

WASHINGTON, March 12 — President 
Jimmy Carter apparently is having little luck 
in undoing the admitted political damage 
caused by the administration’s turnaround 
position on the American vote in the United 
Nations condemning Israeli settlements on 
the occupied West Bank. 

In meetings over the weekend Carter had 
little success in soothing the ruffled feathers 
of U.S. Jewish leaders. So Monday he sent 
two of his strong men — campaign chairman 
Robert Strauss and Middle East negotiator 
Sol Linowitz — to meet Jewish leaders in 
New York. 

But informed sources who described the 
meeting as a “very hot and vocal one,” told 
the Arab News - Asharq Al -Awsat that the 
Jewish leaders told the Carter advisors that 
they were withdrawing their support from 
Carter. 

Leaders of Jewish organizations appar- 
ently are seeking a “dear and unequivocal” 
statement of administration policy on Israel 
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and its West Bank settlements in return for 
any continued backing of Carter. So far- 
ad ministration efforts to restate their case 
have not satisfied Jewish leaders, sources 
said. 

Meanwhile Sen. Edward M. Kennedy has 
mined up the volume of his attacks against 
the Carter administration for its “appalling 
betrayal of Israel" in last weeks U.N. vote. 

Kennedy told a Washington group that the 
whole text of the resolution was a “stark 
attack on Israel in almost every line.” 

Carer’s challenger for the Democratic 
nomination also went beyond the vote inci- 
dent and leveled attacks on Carter's whole 
record on Israel. 

The damage wrought by the Carter’s tur- 
naround on the settlements vote is most likely 
to show up in the New York primary because 
of the state’s large number of Jewish voters. 
Strauss predicted Monday that Carter would 
still do well in the March 25 primary, but he 
shied away from predicting that Carter would 
defeat Kennedy. 

Shamir’s appointment 
irks U.S. officials

WASHINGTON, March 12 — The 
appointment of Yitzhak Shamir as Israel's 
foreign minister — a man openly opposed to 
the Camp David peace accords — is a “slap in 
the face to both Americans and Egyptians”, 
informed diplomatic sources said here Tues- 
day. 

This reaction to Shamir's appointment 
came following a meeting between Egyptian 
Ambassador Ashraf Ghorbal and Vice- 
President Walter Mondale. 

Sources also told the Arab News -Asharq 
Al-A&mt that the naming of Shamir, the 
right-wing speaker of IsraeTs parliament, to 
the diplomatic post showed Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin' s confidence that the United 
States would not protest the appointment in 
an election year. 

But privately the Carter administration is 
worried about the line-up of the Begin gov- 
ernment, sources reported. 

Four of the 13 ministers Begin’ s govern- 
ment are now on record as opposing the 
Camp David peace treaty. 

State Department officials refused to 
comment on Shamir’s appointment other 
than to say that they “looked forward to 
working with him." 


Wednesday he will meet Giscard d'Estaing 
this weekend amid reports the Western 
Europeans are working on a new Middle East 
policy declaration. 

Diplomatic sources would not rule out the 
possibility that the European formula would 
address the status of the PLO and the concept 
of a Palestinian state. 

During a news conference, Schmidt said 
the meeting would take place Sunday in his 
hometown of Hamburg. It will indude a 
review of Giscard" s recent Middle East tour 
and of the chancellor' s talks last week with 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter. 

The sources said the declaration, being 
drafted by the nine European Economic 
Community states, would not be made public 
until after Egypt and Israel complete their 
talks on Palestinian autonomy so as not to 
complicate the already difficult negotiations. 

Under the Camp Cavid agreement, Israel 
and Egypt have until May 26 to complete the 
autonomy talks. Sources said the Europeans, 
heavily dependent on Middle Eastern oil, 
want ro have a joint position ready for 
announcement in case the talks fail. 

Sources here said the European declara- 
tion would doubtless include calls for recog- 
nition of Israel's right to exist and for self- 
detemi nation for the Palestinians, although it 
was unclear if that would mean a Palestinian 
state. 

Chamoun escapes 
murder attempt 

BEIRUT, March 12 (AP) — Former Pres- 
ident Camille Chamoun narrowly escaped a 
car bomb assassination attempt Wednesday 
and his rightist Christian allies said the inci- 
dent was another attempt to dynamite Leba- 
non's fresh attempts at national entente. 

Chamoun, a harsh critic of the Syrian peace 
keeping presence in post-civil war Lebanon, 
made no accusations after the estimated 
20-kilograjn remote-control charge 
exploded in a parked Volkswagen as his 
limousine passed by. 

The blast killed a 19- year-old bodyguard 
and wounded two Chamoun gunmen and a 
female pedestrian. Chamoun was treated for 
facial cuts caused by flying glass. The incident 
occur ed in the mostly- Christian East Beirut 
suburb of Doura as Chamoun was being dri- 
ven for his weekly walk in the mountains. 

Chamoun, who was president of Lebanon 
from 1952-58, was the overall leader of the 
rightist Christian Lebanese From during the 
dvfl war and continues to head the coalition. 

Pierre Gemayel, leader of the Christian 
Phalange party and Chamoun' s ally in the 
front, said: “We can see that every time 
Lebanon nears the threshold of entente, 
some people try to manipulate our differ- 
ences and rekindle unrest.”

RIYADH, March 12 (SPA) — Kharj 
military plants will produce weapons and 
ammunition for the armed forces, Minister 'of 
Defense and Aviation Prince Sultan said 
Wednesday.

Prince Sultan also said that the issue of 

setting up a new military industrialization 

organization to substitute the Arab Organ- 
ization for Industrialization that disinte- 
grated after the Camp David accords will be 
examined soon. 

He said that the issue will be considered 
“after we have cleared reladons with the 
firms that dealt with the four member states 
of the previous organization, so that the new 
body may have a better standard and be bet- 
ter organized." 

“We hold such companies responsible for 
abstaining from responding to the three 
member states — Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Emirates and Qatar (excluding Egypt) 
by continuing to deal with Egypt which 
thought it could Haim certain rights after the 
three other members dissolved the body in 
view of Egypt’s non- Arab attitude." 

The AOI was formed in 1975 by the gov- 
ernments of Saudi Arabia, Qatar, the United 
Arab Emirates and Egypt as a means of build- 
ing an Arab arms industry. The states wanted 
to reduce Arab dependence on foreign sup- 
pliers. 

Prince Sultan said that despite the veiy 
good relations between Saudi Arabia and 
France, military and economic cooperation 
were not discussed during President Valery 
Giscard cfEstaings recent visit to the King- 
dom. French firms were involved in the AOI 
consortium. '

Grain project endorsed 


R1 YADH , March 1 2 (SPA) — Gulf Minis- 
ters of Agriculture meeting in Muscat Wed- 
nesday decided to initiate contacts with the 
Food and Agriculture Organization (FAO) 
to prepare the necessary studies for the 
improved grain project in Saudi Arabia, it 
was learned here Wednesday. 

The same project would be carried out 
simultaneously in the Kingdom, Oman. Iraq, 
and North Yemen. 

The Saudi delegation to the three-day con- 
ference was led by Minister of Agriculture 
and Water Dr. Abdul Rahman Al-Sheikh. 

The conference also decided that member 
states, including Saudi Arabia, should pre- 
pare feasibility studies for major meat and 
egg production. The purpose of the agricul- 
tural studies would be to achieve food sec- 
urity for the peoples of those countries. The 
studies should be carried out in cooperation 
with the Arab Agricultural Development 
Organization. 


The conference recommended completion 
of the requirements of the veterinary vaccina- 
tion laboratory at Abu Gharib in Iraq and the 
central diagnosis and immunity test laborat- 
ory in Kuwait to help preserve and develop 
animal wealth, ft also called for intensive 
campaigns and the equipping of special teams 
to combat cattle plague and improve cattle. 

It decided that the conference's secretariat 
should, in cooperation with North Yemen, 
get in touch with the International Agricul- 
tural Development ' Fund to study the 
economic feasibility of Wadi Rima'e project 
for the production of fodder, vegaibies and 
meat. 

It also recommended that the Arab 
Economic and Social Development Fund in 
Kuwait should be entrusted with the 
economic feasibility study of a project to pro- 
duce grain, feeds and vegetables at Dalma n 
Iraq and with preparing the necessary specifi- 
cations.

MECCA, March 12 (SPA) — Egypr's 
membership at the Conference of Ministers 
of Endowments and Islamic Affairs has been 
suspended “until the Egyptian regime 
returns to the Islamic fold, stops dealing with 
the Zionist enemy and gives up the Camp 
David accords.”

determination. It said these people deserve 
every assistance to counter the continuing 
Soviet invasion in Africa.

RIYADH, March 12 — Saudi Telephone 
is operating a total of dose to 250,000 work- 
ing telephone lines, according to statistics just 
released for the month of Safar. That’s virtu- 
ally double the total of two years -ago when 
the telephone expansion program com- 
menced. 

The monthly rate for installation of work- 
ing lines is approaching 10,000 — the total 
for new services installed in Safar was 9305, 

Saudi Telephone’s program to engineer 
and place service wires from network io sub- 
scriber's villa walls continues with speed. 
During Safar, 15,000 of these service wires 
were placed. Locations were thus prepared 
for instant conversion to working lines. 

A total of .202,082 buried service wires 
have been placed since the program began.

PLO confident tide 
turning against Israel 


BEIRUT. March 12 l R) — Leaders of, 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO), buoyed by fresh diplomatic suc- 
cesses, feel confident, that time is on their 
side in the long struj^gle for an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state:. 

Officials around PLO chief Yasser 
Arafai share the conviction that a combi- 
nation of economic, political, and demog- 
raphic forces is fast turning the tide against 
Israel. 

Policy* makers in the PLO saw West 
European ealls for Palestinian self- 
determination merely as another step in 
an inevitable process leading to the 
decline of Israel and the rise of the PLO. 

West Germany, Britain, Ireland and 
Belgium joined France this month in say- 
ing that any solution to the Middle East 
conflict must include the Palestinian right 
to self- deter mi nation. Reports from Brus- 
sels said that the nine members of the 
European Community were considering 
recognition of the PLO. 

"It shows that time works for us and 
against Israel” said a senior PLO official. 
"Who talked of the Palestinians 15 years 
ago? Who wanted to know? 

French President Giscard itEstaing 
capped a Middle East tour this month by 
calling for peace talks that would involve 
all parties, including the PLO. Washing- 
ton has a formal policy of refusing to speak 
to the PLO. 

Officially established in 1964, the PLO 
was named the sole legal representative of 


the Palestinian people at an Arab summit 
meeting 1U years later. More than 100 
countries have extended formal recogni- 
tion io the PLO, an umbrella organization 
for eight commando groups. 

Israel considers the PLO a "syndicate of 
murderers” and has vowed never to 
negotiate with it. 

Occasional American hints that the 
U .S. might be prepared to begin talks with 
the PLO if it agreed to major policy 
changes have prompted angry responses 
from Israel. 

After years of taking their cues from the 
United States, the Western Europeans 
now appear to have started steering a 
Middle East policy away from the United 
States. 

PLO officials ascribe the gradual shift in 
the European position to political and 
economic pressures which work in favor of 
the Palestinians. ""Menahem Begin has, 
of course, also helped our cause,” said a 
PLO leader. 

In the eyes of many Palestinians, the 
Israeli prime ministers uncompromising 
stand on the building of new Jewish set- 
tlements in the West Bank contributed to 
a swing of Western public opinion away 
from Israel. 

But PLO officials hold that economic 
considerations are even more important 
than mounting political pressure on Israel, 
as reflected by United Nations Security 
Council resolutions condemning IsraeU 
policy. 



In Syrian cities 

Assad blames CIA for unrest 


HAMA, Syria, March 12 (R) — The 
agri cultural city of Hama in central Syria 
observed a near- total strike for the fourth day 
running Tuesday in protest against the use of 
troops in crushing anti-government riots last 
week. 

Residents said the government of Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad had ordered crack units 
into Hama on Friday after shops were set 
ablaze and windows of public buildings 
smashed in demonstra dons agai nst the Syrian 
leadership. 

Almost all shops and commercial establ- 
ishments in the usually bustling city were 
dosed Tuesday. 

The Hama violence last week came against 
the background of reports of unrest In north- 
ern and central Syria this month. 

The government has remained silent on the 
reports, but in what appeared to be an obli- 
que reference to anti-government activity. 
President Assad said in a speech to trade 


unionists in Damascus Tuesday that"... What 
we now encounter is planned by the CIA.” 

Assad has made 'four speeches in as many 
days to underline the Syrian leadership’s con- 
cern. 

Earlier this week the government 
announced plans to nut half a milli ng peas- 
ants under arms to “liquidate gangs of reac- 
tionaries.” 

Travelers from Aleppo reported that Life 
was returning to normal there after a series of 
dashes between security forces and anti- 
government dissidents earlier this month. 

Addressing the congress of the craftsmen's 
union in Damascus Tuesday, Assad for the 
first time singled out the CIA for its alleged 
role in fomenting trouble in Syria. 

Previous government statements have 
accused the United States, Egypt and Israel 
of stirring internal unrest in Syria to weaken 
its position as the major power in the Arab 
confrontation with Israel. 


PLO supports Lebanese plan 
for national reconciliation 


BEIRUT, March 12 (R) — The Palestine 
commando movement has described Leban- 
ese government proposals for a national 
accord as a positive step and said it was ready 
to help in achieving successful results. 

The Palestine news agency Wafa said the 
movement’s executive committee met Tues- 
day night under the chairmanship of com- 
mando chief Yasser Arafat to discuss local 
and international questions. 

"The committee touched on the latest 
Palestinian, Arab and international situation 
and adopted several administrative financial 
and organizational resolutions,” it added. 

“It discussed the (national) accord princi- 
ples approved by the Lebanese cabinet and 
considered this “as a positive step toward 
Lebanese reconciliation which is supported 


by the Palestine commando movement,” 
Wafa said. 

Moreover, thecommittee is ready to pro- 
vide all facilities likely to ensure the success 
of Lebanese accord. 

The cabinet last week approved a 14-point 
declaration outlining the basis for national 
accord following consultations with the coun- 
try's leaders held by President Elias Sarkis 
and Premier Salim Hoss to put an end to 
violence in the country. 

The declaration, among other things, 
asserted the need for imposing state authority 
on all parts of the country. 

It backed the Palestinian struggle for a 
homeland, but rejected the permanent set- 
tlement of Palestinians on Lebanese soil. It 
also emphasized the Arab character of Leba- 
non and its commitment to opposing Israel.

N.Y. mayor 
alleges 
anti -Israel 
‘ gang of five 9 

NEW YORK, March 12 (Agencies) — 
Mayor Edward Koch stirred up a hornet’s 
nest Tuesday by accusing key foreign policy 
advisors to President Carter of forming a 
“gang of five” against Israel. 

Spokesman for the five men, Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, Assistant Secretary of 
State Harold Saunders, U.N. Ambassador 
Donald McHenry, National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski and former U.N. 
ambassador Andrew Young, hotly denied the 
charge and demanded Koch substantiate his 
accusations. 

The mayor, one of Carter's leading 
Jewish- American supporters, claimed at a 
news conference that the State Department, 
under Vance, was working against Israel. 

He warned Carter that unless he overruled 
the State Department his re-election hopes 
next November would be seriously impaired. 

The uproar is pan of the continuing con- 
troversy over the U.S. vote in the United 
Nations against Israeli settlements in 
occupied Arab territory, a vote Carter has 
now disavowed. 

Koch said the U.S. vote for th U.N. resolu- 
tion had resulted in “the Jewish community 
becoming very distressed and very upset" 

This would make a difference in voting 
here later in the month, Koch said. 

“I believe the primary is in danger, but I 
think he will still win," Koch said. "The grea- 
ter danger is a loss in the general election in 
November." 

There's no question that if the president 
wants to repair the damage be has opened in 
the Jewish community, hehas to answer their 
questions" about the U.N. vote, Koch said. 

“My advice if be asked me, would be to sit 
down at a public forum in Washington and 
take on the questions the Jewish community 
has," be added. 

Vance called Koch's statements “plain, 
simple hogwash.” He added that be was sad- * 
dened and disappointed because the mayor 
knew it was not true. 

McHenry said in a statement “The allega- 
tions are obviously based on a lack of infor- 
mation or a misunderstanding of it. They are 
made without facts or substance to support 
them and there are no facts which would sup- 
port them." 

State Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter said Mayor Koch had the obligation to 
be specific in making such a charge. “It of 
course is absolutely denied” he said. 

Koch accused the State Department of 
long being pro-Arab and anti-Israel, saying 
that in the past presidents have overruled the 
State Department. He added, "That is not 
happening now. The State Department, 
under Cyras Vance, is running the roost"

Pakistan 
denies 
coup bid 
against Zia 

ISLAMABAD, March 12 (Agcndcs) — 
Pakistan's military- government Tuesday 
denied reports of an attempted coup against 
Gen. Muhammad Zia ul-Haq. 

“If a thing like that bad happened l would be 
the first to know but there has not been a 
coup attempt or anything like it,” ' govern- 
ment spokesman Maj. Gen. Mujibur Rah- 
man Khan said. 

Gen. Zia, who seized power in a coup in 
mid- 1977 returned to Islamabad Tuesday 
from a two-day visit to Lahore, capital of 
Punjab province. 

The report bad alleged that Lt. Gen. Iqbal 
Khan, deputy chief of the army staff, bad 
been arrested. This was denied by govern- 
ment officials. 

An announcement by die inter-services 
public relations said Iqbal will leave Wednes- 
day for a one-day tnp to Abbottabad, 70 
miles northwest of here, to visit some army 
units. 

The report also bad named a rt tired infan- 
try officer, Maj. Gen. Tajamaul Hussain, as 
leader of the alleged coup and said his family 
filed a petition in the high court at Lahore, 
180 miles southeast of if here, three days ago 
saying he had been kidnapped. 

In London, an Urdu-language newspaper 
that supported the executed Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto claimed Tuesday senior army officers 
staged an unsuccessful effort to overthrow 
Zia. A spokesman at the Pakistan embassy in 
London denied the report. 

The Pakistan embassy in Washington cal- 
led the report a “fabrication." and said there 
had been no coup attempt and no arrests of 
officers. 

Shamir wants 
dependence on 
U.S. lessened 

BONN, March 12 (R) — Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir wants to reduce his 
country’s dependence on the United States, 
the West German newspaper Die Welt said 
Tuesday. 

The paper asked Shamir how Israel would 
react to U.N. calls for Israeli settlements on 
Arab land to be dismantled. 

The minister was reported to have replied: 
“I want to lessen Israels dependence on the 
United States because this state of affairs is 
unfavorable to both sides.” 

“The West is certain that it has us in its 
pocket The Arabs can maneuver, only we 
have do choice. That is our great problem and 
tbat is why we are experiencing this disparage- 
ment," he claimed. 

Shamir said the West believed it had to win 
the hearts of the Arabs. But that nothing was 
needed to win the Israelis' hearts. 

Shamir was quoted as saying that Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin had proposed aut- 
onomy for the Palestinians “so that the Arabs 
can come to terms more easily with the 
thought that we will never leave these areas.” 

Bulgaria president, 
Qaddafi hold talks 

BEIRUT, March 12 (R) — Bulgarian Pres- 
ident Todor Zhivkov arrived in Tripoli Tues- 
day from Sofia at the head of an official 
delegation and had talks with Libyan leader 
Mu ammar Qaddafi, the Libyan news a genc y 
JANA reported.

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A MATTER OF TACTICS 

Changes in the Israeli leadership are more a matter of tactics than 
strategy. The strategy is fixed. It is of remorseless expansionism and 
aggressiveness. It is the tactics which change: between an outright 
contempt for the international community and international law, and 
a more subtle approach in which aggressive acts are concealed 
beneath words of diplomacy and moderation. 

This goes not merely for the alternation of Labor and Likud in 
government, but within each of these. Thus the recent promotion of 
Itzhak Shamir to the post of foreign minister denotes no real change 
of plans on Begin s part, only that he thought the promotion of his old 
comrade- in- terror, a good answer to the recent American vote in the 
United Nations (and this despite President Carter’s attempt to cover 
up for that “error,") and to President Giscard d'Estaing’s Middle 
East visit, with the significant shift this indicated in the French, and 
also the European, stand on the question of peace in the Middle EasL 

Shamir’s promotion then is a case of the same old randd wine in 
the same old bottle. The fact is that Begin considered Shamir for the 
foreign ministry immediately after Dayan had resigned, and was 
stopped only by his colleagues considering the candidate too closely 
associated with outright expansionism to be of any use as a foreign 
minister. Now those same colleagues appear to feel that the time is 
ripe for even harsher stands against the United Nations and the 
international community generally. 

The appointment is expected to have grave effects on the ongoing 
talks with Egypt over the issue of Palestinian autonomy, for which 
President Sadat of Egypt has declared the 26th of May deadline as 
binding. If the Egyptian side has suffered up to now from Israeli 
evasion and dilatoriness, so that months of talk appear to have led 
precisely nowhere, they are certain to find a Shamir inspired or led 
side even harder to deal with. 

The other effect of the appointment will be reflected in Israer s 
relations with the United States. President Carter's apologies, grovel- 
ling though they were, appear not to have sufficed the Israelis. Carter 
will be sure to feel the Israeli pressure against his reelection redou- 
bled. His little “mistake" in endorsing international law will be paid 
for dearly. 

HOWLING BLIZZARD 

The cold breeze coining from Tehran over the question of the 
hostages, now five months in captivity, is rapidly becoming a howling 
blizzard. The militant students appear to have had their way once 
more. The international commission left for Zurich, having failed to 
meet the hostages. 

Muhammad Bajjawi, the commission's spokesman, not unexpec- 
tedly, declared that the outcome could not be described as a failure. 
United Nations Secretary General Kurt Waldheim said much the 
same thing. But il is quite dear that nothing was accomplished, and 
that even the visit to the hostages, something which was declared to 
be on the commission' s agenda on the eve of its departure to Tehran, 
i)id not take place. 

The commission's failure was caused by the persistent silence of 
Ayatollah Khomeini, which was broken Monday to order that the 
hostages should stay in the hands of the students holding them; and 
that their case will have to be handled by the Iranian parliament once 
it convenes. The time scale envisaged for the hostages release has 
been extended now to this coming May. 

Apart from the additional suffering this will bring to the hostages 
themselves, the danger this downturn brings is now particularly 
acute. And its possible source is the reaction, or the overreaction of 
President Carter. 

Cartel's fust act on hearing that the commission has left Tehran 
was to call congressional leaders to a meeting in the White House. 
This is a step' taken only when the president is contemplating a 
decision so drastic as to require Congress agreement. 

Carter knows that he owes a great deal of his recent popularity to 
his original handling of the Iranian- American crisis; and that this 
recent development threatens it. He has also been under pressure 
following the fiasco of the American vote at the United Nations, 
which is expected to cost him dear in both Jewish and black votes. 

Let us hope that electoral concerns will not override international 
ones at this juncture; and that, if Carter has to make some electoral 
gesture, it will not take the form of a rash and irreversible action, but 
be more of a political nature.

“Reagan." he said, “could not beat Jimmy 
Carter in the general election." Choosing his words 
with deliberate care, be went on: “If a broad-based 
cross-section of the party invited me to run, I would 
respond.” 

For months now, there have been rumors around 
Washington that Ford would like to enter the 1980 
race. Hie former president himself has denied all. 
maintaining — with all sincerity — that his new life 
as a highly-paid after-dinner speaker and celebrity

Dear Mr. President, 

It is with disappointment that I read of your 
recent decision disavowing our U-N. representa- 
tive's vote calling for Israeli withdrawal from 
occupied territories and the dismantling of Israeli 
settlements. 

As a Palestinian- American who has lived in the 
United States for over 18 years and who studied 
American institutions, I am surprised that you did 
not support a vote on a policy that you and your 
predecessors have long advocated. 

As one who has visited Palestine since its occupa- 
tion, I have seen the ugly face of Israeli “democ- 
racy” — not only in the streets of Jerusalem, but 
also in the open confiscation of Arab lands, destruc- 
tion of entire towns and villages, the forceful evic- 
tion of Arab people and the destruction of their 
homes. This is in addition to the random and indis- 
criminate arrests and jailing of innocent Arab peo- 
ple. 

The United States' policy toward Israel, we are 
told has always been based cm our moral commit- 
ments and historical ties to the Zionist state. Yet, as 
citizens of the United States we have never been 
afforded the opportunity to debate in the open 
and in public this special relation. 

As d tire ns of the United States, we have been 
able to debate the Vietnam war, the dvil rights 
movement, nuclear weapons, the CIA and the FBI, 
poverty, hunger, even the creation, but we have 
never been given the opportunity to exercise our 
constitutional rights as citizens, and as free govern- 
ment to debate in public and without intimidation 
our “special relation" with Israel. Why? 

The question f have for you, Mr. President is: 
Who has the right to dedde our American morality. 
Zionists like Henry Kissinger and Robert Strauss, 
perhaps Begin, and the American Jewish Congress! 

As a free man, and as an American, I strongly 
reject the idea that my “morality” should be 
decided by these men and these institutions. Our 
American morality can and should be decided by 
every American individually and should not be dic- 
tated by the prophets of today's Zionism. 

Our foreign policy, especially our policy toward 
the Middle East, has never been the prerogative of 
our dtizens. It has always been decided upon during 
fund raising activities for our presidential and con- 
gressional candidates. It has always been for sale. 
Purchased by Zionists and paid for dearly by our 
American dtizens, who are already overburdened 
by our support of racist Israel. 

Mr. President, you have run for the presidency 
advocating open government and free debate of the 
issues. Almost three years later we see no fulfilment 
of your promises. Why? 

We have given the Israelis the best and most 
effident killing machines in the world so that they 
can test our advanced technology on innocent peo- 
ple in the Middle East 

We have given the Israelis new weapons with 
certain “conditions” only to see these conditions 
violated every day, yef our State Department fails 
to take action. Why? 

We have promised to guarantee Israer s oil sup- 
plies, at a time when we Americans cannot guaran- 
tee oil for ourselves. 

We have given the Israelis billions of dollars in 
aid, at a time when our dtizens are crying for help 
and are dying of neglect. 

We have given the Israelis hundreds of millions of 
dollars to “resettle” Russian- Jewish immigrants, at 
a time when our dtizens suffer in the worst slums

man has ever seen. You have seen it Mr. President 
during your visit to tb$,Qroq*acouple of years ago. 

We have given Israel more tax dollars than some 
of our states receive from Washington. We debate a 
miserable $ 50 rebate to our dtizens, yet we bardly 
debate billions of dollars given to Israel. Why? 

We have granted the Israelis privileges that our 
own constitution does not grant us. We pay the 
taxes, they receive the benefits. We vote in elec- 
tions, they elect our president and Congress. 

We declare war and kill millions of people 
because some of our ships were harassed. They kill 
and wound our American sailors, but we satisfy 
ourselves with an apology. Why? 

We have given the Israelis everything they ask 
for, yet they freely steal what they don’t ask for or 
need, as is the case of the euridied uranium “con- 
veniently'' found missing from plants in Pennsyl- 
vania. Our CIA and FBI could not even dare to 
conduct a complete investigation. 

Is this, Mr. President, our “special” relation with 
Israel? 

Mr. President, you frequently speak of human 
rights, you even made it a point to speak at the U .N. 
on this special topic, yet you witness innocent Arab 
people dying at the hands of our “best friends” and 
you fail to speak on behalf of these victims. Is this 
your human rights policy? 

Is the Zionist holding oar morality hostage, as 
they hold hostage our freedom of speech, expres- 
sion, association as well as our political indepen- 
dence? 

The American people have ever since the crea- 
tion of Israel on Palestinian land been intimidated 
in their quest for the truth. Anti-semitism has 
always been thrown in our faces, whenever we 
attempt to speak oat and express our opinion on our 
government policy in the Middle EasL 

We have been intimidated in the streets of New 
York, Chicago, Los Angeles, Miami and in many 
other American cities, not only by Zionists, but also 
by police and federal agencies whose function is to 
protect our constitutional rights. 

We could not show the film The Palestinian in 
theaters in New York Gty. We had to show the film 
in the sanctuary of the U.N. Has America ceased to 
be the land of the free and the home of the brave? 

Our American dtizens are arrested by the Israelis 
for exercising their first amendment rights in our 
American cities, yet our State Department is 
apologetic for its involvement in their release. Even 
our appointed and elected officials are removed to 
ambivalence and obscurity whenever they dare to 
question our “sped aJ” relation with Israel. Perhaps 
we should pass an amendment to the constitution 
limiting our rights to debate this “spedaT relation. 

Mr. President, it is truly a sad day when the 
greatest democracy in the world aligns itself with 
the most virious, cruel, racial and inhuman country 
in the world. It is an insult to the founding fathers erf 
the nation and to our constitution when the Zionists 
and their political sympathizers favorably compare 
American democracy with Israeli “democracy." 

It is an insult to the humanity of every free man 
and woman in the United States to be intimidated 
into'supporting Israel. It is a violation of our con- 
stitutional philosophy, that our own institutions 
force us to discriminate against innocent people, 
such as the Arab people of Palestine. 

Somehow, Mr. President, America's consdence 
and morality have been bought cheaply by theZion- 
isL 

Our Middle East policy is inconsistent with our 
ideals, ideals that made America what it is. 

God help you Mr. President. Certainly He will 
not forgive you.

But Ford, say those who know him best, is 
addicted to politics. He loves a good electoral scrap, 
and he would like to win die presidency in his own 
right — being die only president in American his- 
tory who has failed to do so. 

What is more, he bears something of a grudge 
against Ronald Reagan, whose persistence in chal- 
lenging him for the 1976 Republican nomination 
probably cost him the subsequent presidential race 
against Jimmy Carter. He would also, for much the 
same reasons, relish a chance to show that he could 
beat Carter — and the evidence of all the current 
polls is that he is the Republican with the best 
chance to do just that 

Ford has left bis bid very late, rhe dignity 
expected of a former president has hitherto compel- 
led him to demur with modest dignity when asked 
about his chances of returning to the White House 
in 1980. Tactically he has already missed the entry 
deadline for more than a third of the crucial 
delegate- collecting primaries. ' 

Which is why he made his move recently. In 
effect Ford’s unexpected candor with the New 
York Times is a plea to the Republican Party to stand 
up and be beard demanding his entry into the race. 
He wants to hear them insist on his saving the party 
from its right wing. He wants them to say: “Jerry, 
you’re our only chance." 

rhe odds are that they wQL Reagan’s prospects in 
the imminent spate of primaries look like carrying 
him toward the nominating convention in July with 
a powerful lead. It is most unlikely, as Ford had 
hoped earlier, that a deadlocked convention would 
turn to him to save the party from oblivion. 

So he must eater the race in his own right, and he 
must announce his intention to do so within the next 
two weeks. A huddle of Ford loyalists at his 
California ranch recently, as the man from the New 
York Times came and went, indicated that the 
former president was in deadly earnest. 

The nomination of Ronald Reagan could 


despatch the Republican Party on the kind of 
kamikaze mission ii remember&ifrom . 1964, when 
Barry Gold water was humiliated by the incumbent 
President Johnson. Reagan, all the polls show, is the 
Republican least likely ro beat Carter. Yet no effec- 
tive challenger has so far emerged. 

Ford, at the same time, is no longer remembered 
primarily as the president who tripped over his skis 
and kept falling down the steps of Air Force One — 
the man, in Lyndon Johnson's immortal words, who 
could not “walk and chew gum at the same time.” 

He is remembered as a president who could cope 
with inflation — running at 4.5 per cent when Ford 
left office, and three years later, under Carter, at 1 8 
percent. He restored die country's political equilib- 
rium after the trauma of Watergate. He is adjudged 
a man of honesty and integrity, who didn't do such a 
bad job after ad. 

At 66 Ford is only three years younger than 
Reagan, whose age has become a major campaign 
issue. But the former president and his wife, Betty, 
have behaved with candor and dignity since their 
ejection from the White House. The man respons- 
ible for their ejection meanwhile, has failed to 
deliver on more campaign promises than anyone 
can remember. 

The tactics ahead are formidably complex. Beat- 
ing Reagan to the nomination is an even more 
daunting task than beating the incumbent president 
thereafter. But Ford’s support among the moderate 
soft-center of the Republican Party, at present 
divided between George Bush, Howard Baker and 
John Anderson, could prove a serious cuallenge to 
Reagan's highly conservative constituency. 

He recently achieved national acclaim by sinking 
a chip shot in a nationally televised celebrity golf 
tournament To many, it was Ford" s finest hour. But 
a finer one could await: friends say Ford would 
gladly surrender all that for a triumphant return to 
his former residence in Pennsylvania Avenue, 
swept back on a tide of emotional patriotic fervor.

the Red, Sea 
aboard the El Arish

JEDDAH — The freshly painted bow of 
the new 30,000 ton Norwegian built ship 
broke the serene, surface of the Red Sea. She. 
looked Hke a anise ship but she is not meant 
only for pleasure. The business of "The EL 
Arish”, is a three-fold: to provide comfort- 
able sea travel to those wishing a voyage; to 
fulfill the growing demand for inexpensive 
transport for laborers going to and from Jed^ 
dah and Egypt, via Port Suez and to transport 
Pilgrims to Mecca. 

The El Arish is the second long-haul ferry 
boat to ply the Red Sea. The “Saudi Moon” 
was the first put into service -3 years ago, 
calling ay Jeddah and Aqaba. The El Arish is 
a well rimed addition, with the growing need 
for inexpensive transportation, especially 
during the holiday season. Trucks, buses, 
mini-buses, pick-up trucks, large cars, station 
wagons and small care down to a motorcycle 
may be driven on. 

Under cons traction for one year in Bergen, 
Norway, the El Arish cosn6R85 million and 
is 80 per cent owned by Misr Edco, a bank in 
Egypt and 20 per cent owned by Gypson, a 
shipping agency in Norway. 

“We realize the harships placed upon the 
Middle Eastern Transport systems " com- 
mented Captain Ahmed Samy, “and we feel 
the ship will alleviate some of the over crowd- 
ing problems, especially during Umra, 
Ramadan and Hajj seasons.” 

“The ship was built with the laborer and 
pilgrim in mind. We have provided room for 
cars, excess luggage, reasonable priced earing 
facilities, nicely appointed cabins (with run- 
ning water for d rinking and showering) and a 
“sleeperattee section' for those who do not 
wanta cabin, but just a comfortable place to 
sit.” 

Captain Samy is a man of the sea. He 
joined the Royal Navy Academy in 1 950, and 
graduated as lieutenant eoloneL From 1959 
to 2967 he was captain of a submarine, and 
after that captain of a German based trans- 
port ship. Sarny’s son is now 21 and has won 
his 2nd mate certificate from AMTA (Arab 
Maritime Transport Academy) and will join a 
Norwegian Ship Company . “ We plan for him 
to join me as soon as he reaches captain,” 
says Samy. 

Sea gulls and an occasional far-off ship axe 
the only things one sees, once the ship sails. 
The sights, winds and currents erf the Red 
Sea, are a soothing relief from city life, and 
the anchoring, docking and berthing of a 

30,000 ton ship is something to walk the 
decks for. 

There are 82 crew members who serve pas-

sengers as well as run the ship. Cleaning and 
servicing of all cabins is done daily, and is 
included in the ticket, but food is brought to 
the room only for those who are ill. 

The ship holds 500 passengers and 165 cars 
and is totally air conditioned. There are 160 
sleeperettes, (large comfortable upholstered 
redining chairs), 30 first dass double cabins 
(bunks), 4 triple cabins with an adjoining 
cabin with a sleeper and in the tourist dass 
there are 82 four-berth cabins. 

“Gone are the days of the rolling bow and 
roaring engines,” Chief Engineer Ibrahim 
Zaki says. “The en gin e room is a joy to work 
— so highly specialized are the 4 new diesel 
engines, you can hardly hear them.” 

Zaki attended Alexandria's Engineering 
Academy for five years and joined the Royal 
Navy in 1957. “The fuel tanks hold 450 tons 
of intermediate feel oil, costing about SR845 
per ton,” says Zaki. 1 ‘ We use diesel oil (which 
costs SR340 more than rite intermediate) for 
maneuvering cruises, for the auxiliary 
engines. When fuelling she can take on 70 
tons of fuel per hour.'’ The fuel intake 
depends on speed and distance, but the fully 
loaded, the El Arish on average trips, can sail 
about 3 weeks. 

The ship now uses only two of the four 
engines and cruises at 12 to 14 knots (14 to 16 
miles per hour), instead of the possible 19 
knots (22 miles per hour). This saves feel. 
Since the ship is not pressed for time, the 630 
miles (1 leg) to Port Suez can be done at 
about 14 knots per hour. During high sea- 
sons, the four engines will be used and the 
rime of the trip cut down accordingly. 

Muhammad Abdou. Chief Purser, is 
responsible for all supplies as well as the com- 
fort and welfare of the passengers. His duties 
also require him to be sure the kitchen staff is 
happy with their supply of foodstuffs. “We 
serve European- Arabian food”, explained 
Abdon, “The cafeteria for tourist dass serves 
about 350 people and an average lunch and 
supper of rice, soup, meat and vegetable costs 
SR10. Breakfast of eggs, meat, marmalade, 
cheeze and bread — coffee or tea is SR5." 

The First dass dining room seats about 80 
people and lunch and supper is SRI 5 with 
breakfast for SR7. The food is excellent Rice 
and chicken and braised beef, specialties such 
as Molokhai (green vegetable soup which is 
delicious) and lentil soup are served and 
there is steak and mashed potatoes for those 
preferring a European touch. All this is 
smartly accompanied by white lines table 
doths and napkins and expertly served by a 
smiling immacula tely dressed waiter. 

There is a doctor on board at all times with 
separate male and female accommodations 
and a full pharmacy. 

The ship leaves Jeddah every five days, two 
days enroute to Port Suez and about six hours 
in Port (3rd day.)

Document allowed CIA

WASHINGTON, Mardi 12 (AP) - Hie 
U.S. Justice Department has released por- 
tions of a 2 Vi -year-old secret legal opinion 
that allows the Central Intelligence Agency 
to conduct covert foreign spy activities with- 
out notifying Congress in advance. 

The October 1977 opinion released Tues- 
day conflicted with congressional under- 
standing that earlier legislation, two congres- 
sional resolutions and a subsequent presiden- 
tial older required prior notification of covert 
foreign operations. 

The opinion, prepared by die Justice 
Department’s office of legal counsel for 
then- Attorney General Griffin Bell, dealt 


CIA director 
denies torture 


VANCOUVER, British Columbia, Mardi 
12 (AP) — William Colby says the Central 
Intelligence Agency worked with Savak, die 
Iranian secret police, in covert operations 
against the Soviet Union, but denied the CIA 
was involved in torture in Iran. 

Colby, who served as CIA director from 
1973 to 1976, denied Iranian accusations 
that the agency was involved with Savak in 
practicing torture techniques duiing the reign 
of the former Shah. 

Speaking Tuesday on a radio talk show, 
Colby said the CIA received help from Savak 
in monitoring Soviet military movements. 

“As for the torture and that sort of thing, 
Tm sure that the Savak organization, in part, 
did some of this," Colby si ad. ‘Tm not sure 
how much, quite frankly, and the one thing I 
am absolutely sure of is that the CIA had 
nothing to do with it, nothing. 

“I know that for a fact."

The opinion said: “ It is clear from the legisla- 
tive history that reports to Congress need not 
occur before the operation is conducted.' 1 

A spokesman for the Senate intelligence 
committee, who declined to be identified, 
said both the Senate and House intelligence 
committees had operated under their con- 
gressional resolutions, not under the 
Huges-Ryan amendment. 

Hie dispute over what rules the CIA has 
observed first were disclosed at a Senate 
intelligence committee hearing Feb. 21. Sev- 
eral senators said the committee had been 
informed in advance of all but one covert 
action. But CIA Director Stansfield Turner 
told them, “that is not correct" Turner 
refused to say how many other actions had 
been conducted without notifying the com- 
mittee. 

The Los Angeles Times reported Tuesday 
that until the legal opinion was issued by the 
Justice Department, Turner had opposed a 
pending executive order governing die con- 
duct of - intelligence agencies. President 
Jimmy Carter issued the order Jan. 24, 1978, 
just three months after the Justice Depart- 
ment opinion was prepared. 

The executive order said the CIA will keep 
the House and Senate intelligence commit- 
tees “fully and currently informed concern- 
ing intelligence activities, including any sig- 
nificant anticipated activities." 

Identical language was contained in House 
and Senate resolutions establishing the intel- 
ligence committees. 

. Assistant Attorney General John Harmon, 
who heads the office of legal counsel, said the 
Justice Department opinion dealt only with 
the Hughes-Ryan amendment and not the 
House and Senate resolutions. 

He also said Bell, in requesting the opin- 
ion, made no reference to Carter’s pending 
executive order.

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WASHINGTON, March 12 (R) — The 
United States has granted political asylum to 
a Romanian diplomat, his wife and child. 
State Department officials have said. 

Hie action was taken last Friday on a 
request made on Feb. 24 by Nicholae 
Horodinca, third secretary at Romania's 
Washington embassy, after he received 
orders to return home. 

Officials denied Romanian allegations that 
U.S. authorities had kidnapped the dip- 
lomat’s wife, Cristina, and their three-year- 
old son after Horodinca sought asylum. 

The officials said Mrs. Horodinca was not 
pressured in deciding about remaining in the 
United States with her husband. 

Romanian press reports quoted the Fore- 
ign Ministry in Bucharest as saying U.S. offi- 
cials had stopped Mrs. Horodinca fr6m 
boarding a flight from Washington to 
Romania and had taken her and her son to a 
military hospital. 


Meanwhile, Representative Les Asp in. 
Democrat- Wisconsin, a member of the 
House intelligence committee, disclosed a 
197S Library of Congress study that con- 
cluded the Hughes-Ryan amendment 
required prior notification of Congress. 

The Hughes-Ryan amendment prohibits 
the CLA from undertaking any foreign opera- 
tion not strictly limited to intelligence- 
gathering “unless and until the president 
finds that each such operation is important to 
tiie national security of the United States and 
reports, in a timely fashion, a description and 
scope... to the appropriate committees of 
Congress." 

The Justice Department opinion said the 
phrase “in a timely fashion" meant reports 
need not be made before an operation. 

Senator Walter Huddleston, Demo era t- 
Kentucky, a member of the Senate intellig- 
ence committee, has introduced a com- 
prehensive legislative charter for the CIA 
which would require prior notification. The 
Carter administration opposes that provision 
on grounds it would inhibit cooperation with 
the CLA.

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SANTA FE, Argentina, March 12 ( AP) — 
The flight from Communist rule in Laos took 
Thavisak Rajbhakdi and eight of his 11 
brothers to a refugee camp in Thailand, then 
to new lives in eight different countries. 

Thavisak, an electrician in his hometown of 
Paksee, ended up on a tree farm in Argen- 
tina, a country that is accepting 1,000 Lao- 
tian, Cambodian and Vietnamese refugee 
families willing to work in agriculture. 

About one fifth of the 287 family* who 
have come since September had never 
worked in the countryside. At least 26 have 
walked off the first jobs aMagnad to them 
here. A few have shocked their hosts with 
old-world customs Hk« killing and eating 
dogs. 

Many long to be with their kin who were 
settled in other nations. 

Argentina and United Nations officials say 
they are satisfied so farwith the first program 
to settle Indochina refrgff* in i arin 


America. 

“These people don’t come from just 
another country, but from another world," 
said Col. Remigio Azcona, national director 
of migrations. “Considering the tremendous 
cultural and social differences they find here, 
the results are excellent. The problems arise 
from 1 0 per cent of the families. The other 90 
per cent work normally, learn the language 
quickly and know our currency, our way of 
life and our customs.” 

The five Ivorian families living here since 
October on the state-owned tree farm meet 
wirfi evening for two hours of Spanish les- 
sons. During the day, the women take care of 
their young while their husbands take care of 
trees. On holidays they mix socially with 
some of the 40 Argentine workers. On Sun- 
days the mm go fishing. 

Of or Thavisak, 27, it is only a beginning. In 
spare moments, he writes to his brothers in 
Canada, the United States, Austria, France, 


Switzerland, West Germany and Thailand. 

He tells them about his two sons, the child 
his wife expects in July, his other job repair- 
ing television sets, and his dream of opening a 
repair shop in downtown Santa Fe. 

“That will take a long time and much 
work, he says. “I tell my brothers it wfll 
be many years before I can visit them." 

Some skilled refugees got a better start. 
Argentina, with a housing shortage in the 
cities, advertised for farm workers only. A lot 
of refugees lied about their occupations, but 
the truth came out during their 40- day orien- 
tation and job placement. Most ended up on 
farms anyway, but a few got higher-paying 
work as plumbers, carpenters, tailors, jewe- 
lers and mechanics. 

Part of the military government's motive in 
taking refugees was to answer critics of its 
human rights record with a h umanitarian ges- 
ture. The outpouring of job. offers — about 
two fra each refugee worker — showed how 
badly the countzy needed their labor.

Smugglers invading mai nland China 


PEKING, March 12 (R) — Communist 
Qnna is fating an increasing problem of 
simiggliqg both across hsborder with Hong 
Kong and with the Republic of China, 
Taiwan. 

The official press has reported a surprising 
number of cases recently of Hong Kong and 
Taiwan residents being arrested for smuggl- 
ing offenses. 

But the demand for foreign- made goods, 
especially in the southern province of 
Guangdon, which Borders Hong Kong, is 
continuing to grow, and Chinese customs 
officers will be hard-pressed to stem the flow. 

Most of the smuggling is small-time 

individuals from Hong Kong dodging the 
strict Chinese customs regulations to bring in 


a tape-recorder, a calculator or perhaps a few 
cassette tapes. But the authorities have also 
broken a number of big cases. 

One Chinese source said the black market 
in the southern city of Canton, about 120 km 
north of Hong Kong, was getting busier all 
the time. 

“You can buy anything on the black mar- 
ket in Canton — tapes, tape-recorders, 
watches, clothes, anything. Occasionally th e 
police crack down and arrest a few people 
and for a while things quieten down, but they 
always spring up again,” the source said. 

The source said a pirated cassette tape, 
which in Hong Kong costs about two yuan 
($1.30 U.S.), costs 2.50 yuan on the Canton 
black market. 


India eyes $25 b budget; 

2 % GNP drop anticipated 


NEW DELHI, March 12 (AP) — Prime 
M in ister Indira Gandhi" s government has 
proposed a $25.27 billion budget for 1980-81 
and predicted a one to two per cent drop 
this year in gross national product, which it 
blamed on Mrs. Gandhi's predecessors. 

The budget proposal, which calls for no 
new taxes, envisages a $1.4 billion deficit. 

Finance Minister C. Venkataraman said 
the government, formed in January, did not 
have sufficient time to plan a budget that 
would undo all the harm done to the Indian 
economy during the nearly three years Mrs. 
Gandhi was out of power. 

“The state of economy we have inherited 
from the Janata-Lok Dal (party) rule of 33 
months is such that we shall need some more 
time to undo the damage suffered by the 
economy and to evolve a coherent medium- 
term strategy for revival and restorations of 
its health,” he told parliament. 

In presenting the proposed budget, Venk- 
ataraman said a spedal provision was being 
made to exdude Nobel peace prize winner 
Mother Teresa, an Indian citizen, from pay- 
ing income tax on the $192,000 prize money. 

Less well received in Parliament was his 
disclosure that tile Indian government would 
finish the fiscal year with a $338 billion 
deficit instead of an expected $1.73 billion 
gap because of the poor economic perfor- 
mace. 


Planned defense pending was only margi- 
nally increased to $3. 7 9 billion from the $3. 7 6 
billion actually spent in the current financial 
year. 

Blaming ‘“mismanagement of the 
economy” during the governments of former 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai and Charan 
Singh, Venkataraman predicted a one to two 
per cent drop in gross national product, a six 
per cent drop in agricultural production and 
stagnant industrial production in the 1978-79 
fiscal year. 

The minis ter said a number of 

measures are being taken to strengthen the 
economy by improving railways, ports, power 
plants and coal mines. 

A food-for- work, scheme, nurtured during 
the years Mrs. Gandhi was out of power, 
would be revamped and expanded to gener- 
ate more employment, he said. 

In New York, meanwhile, Indian Foreign 
Minister P.V. Narasimha Rao, opening a 
ministerial meeting of developing countries, 
accused die developed countries of “a grow- 
ing detachment, even an air of indifference 
about the plight of the developing world.” 

The four-day meeting, whidi began Tues- 
day in tile general assembly hall, is for joint 
planning of a global round of economic 
negotiations with those industrialized coun- 
tries that will begin with a special session of 
the assembly next Aug. 25- Sept. 5. 


Astronomers discover hottest star 


PHOENIX, Arizona, March 12 (AP) — 
Scientists have discovered a pulsating vari- 
able star hotter than any previously known, 
whidi could help test theories on the way stars 
evolve, astronomers say. 

The discovery was made by a team led by 
Summer Starrfield, associate professor of 
physics at Arizona State University, and John 
McGraw, research associate at the University 
of Arizona. 

"As far as we ltaow thoe is do scar like 

it” Starrfield said. “We searched for other 
stars like it but we haven't found any so far.” 

The discovery was the first made on the 
new multiple mirror telescope, jointly oper- 
ated by the University of Arizona and the 
Smithsonian Institution south of Tucson. 

The star, listed as PG1159-035, is very 
significant, Stanfield said. 

“It is very bright and very hot and a star 
can t stay ■ that way for very long, so it is 
probably cooling and as it cools foe way it 
pulsates will change," he said. “By observing 
this we will be able to tell how fast it is chang- 
ing and evolving. It can tell ns how good our 
theories are on how stars evolve. 

“This is the very first case where we can 
actually see a star evolve over foe lifetime of a 


person," Starrfield said. “We plan to observe 
it over the next five to 10 years. To see foe 
same land of changes on . our sun we'd have 
to stick around five billion years. It’s a star 
very, ■ veiy near to foe end of its lifetime. It 
will tell us what is going to happen to onr sun 
very, very late in its lifetime.” 

The star varies in intensity about every 
eight minutes. The pattern would mark it as a 
.common white dwarf, except for its extreme 
surface heat which sets foe star apart, Starr- 
field saidL- 

The star's surface temperature has been 
recorded at more than 71,000 degrees Cel- 
sius. The sun has a surface temperature of 

6,000 degrees. 

The discovery occurred on April 27, 1979. 
Stanfield said he was making observations 
for some data on some other kinds of pulsat- 
ing variable stars when foe new star was dis- 
covered. 

“The star is very faint in foe sky,” Starr- 
field said. “You need a large telescope to 
look at it with high accuracy. We had no 
reason to look at this star before. We looked 
at it because it was found on a survey. It was 
catalogued as a hot star, bnt we didn't know 
how hot or bow bright or that its brightness 
was changing." 
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The official exchange rate is about 30 yuan 
to 100 Hong Kong dollars, but on foe Canton 
black market, it costs about 60 yuan to buy 
100 Hong Kong dollars, foe source said. 

“The people selling stuff on foe black mar- 
ket are mostly unemployed youths. If they 
had proper jobs they wouldn’t take the risk, 
but there is a lot of unemployment in Can- 
ton," the source added. 

Black markets also exist in Peking and 
Shanghai and probably in most other major 
Chinese dries. 

The foreign goods apparently originate 
mostly from Hong Kong through Guangdong 
province, with prices in foe various markets 
depending to some extent on foe distance 
from Canton. 

It is becoming common to see young men 
wearing foreign-made sunglasses with foe 
origin a] label left on the lenses to prove their 
origin. 

The Chinese source said a good pair of 
foreign sunglasses would cost about 16 yuan 
($1030 U3.) on foe Canton black market, 
but more than 30 yuan ($19) on foe Peking 
black market. 

One foreigner recently reported meeting a 
man on a flight to Canton who said he was 
going there from the far northeastern city of 
Harbin to buy a large consignment of sung- 
lasses. . 

Two recent o ffic i al reports also point to foe 
existence of a smuggling link between Taiwan 
and foe dty of Shanghai through Guangdong 
province, in which gold and silver are used as 
the main uni ts of exchange. 

The most sensational of foe smuggling 
cases revealed recently concerned 12 
Taiwanese fishing seized off foe southeastern 
Chinese port of Shantou with large quantities 
of gold, silver and foreign electrical equip- 
ment on board. 

According to foe offidal press report, the 
smugglers had been bringing in large 
amounts of foreign watches, tape-recorders, 
calculators and other equipment and trading 
them for gold, silver, jade and Chinese 
medicines with “local speculators.” 

Meanwhile, Shanghai radio reported that 
police bad arrested a gang which bought 
watches and tape-recorders from other gans- 
ters in Shantou, near where foe Taiwanese 
fishin g vessels were seized. 

The report said foe gangsters had brought 
gold in Shanghai for 280 yuan ($184 per taek, 
the equivalent of about $104 an ounce. 

They exchanged foe gold for foreign goods 
in Shantou, then “sold them at high prices 
and bought gold with their illegal profits,” foe 
radio said. 

One foreign source Said the increase in 
smuggling had followed the vastly increased 
movements of people in and out of foe coun- 
try, especially across foe border with Hong 
Kong, over foe last year or two. 

“People are bringing in all kinds of things 
and then getting involved in selling them on 
foe black market,” foe source said. 

$8 min gold stolen 1 

MIAMI, Florida, March 12 (AP) — Gold 
and jewelry worth $ 7 million to $ 8 million 
was reportedly taken from a Miami jewelry 
store in what could be the largest single gold 
theft in history. 

Richard F. Andrews, an insurance inves- 
tigator, says foe store’s owner also owns the 
company that suffered a million dollar 
precious- metal loss last month at Miami 
International Airport. 

Police said foe store owner reported foe 
burglary Sunday. 

Andrews said 3 63 kg$ of gold and “ literally 
thousands” of ring mountings, bracelets and 
other jewelry were taken from Trendline 
Jewelry sometime last Saturday or Sunday.

S. Africa could arm 500,000 in a crisis 


LONDON, March 12 (AP) — South 
Africa could raise an army of 500,000 men if 
faced with a serious crisis, a former Royal 
Marines officer predicts. 

Major General John Owen, writing in a 
new book, said South Africa's armed strength 
is “formidable, for outmatching that of any 
neighboring African state." 

It has foe “best air force in Africa" and foe 
potential to make nudear weapons, he said. 

Owen's analyas went to print before foe 
March election results in Rhodesia gave 
overwhelming victory to Marxist Robert 
Mugabe, a former guerrilla leader against 
Rhodesia's white minority government. 

South African officials had warned that a 
crisis could develop with their northern 
neighbor if foe ballot produced a heavy swing 
to tile left. 

Mugabe said after his election that his gov- 


ernment wants mutual coexistence with 
South Africa, while opposing South African 
apartheid — race separation — diplomati- 
cally and morally, but not militarily. 

Owen made his comments in Infantry 
Weapons of Andes of Africa, die Orient and 
Latin America , which he edited for Brassey s 
Publishers Ltd. of London. It was printed last 
month. 

“The structure of South Africa's armed 
forces is designed to offset foe racial composi- 
tion of foe population — 4.4 million whites to 
about 20 million blacks — and the armed 
forces are almost exdusively white" Owen 
wrote. 

The Lomdon- based International Institute 
of Strategic Studies gives a total strength fig- 
ure of 63,250 for foe armed forces, including 
45,250 conscripts, and a total mobQizable 


strength of 404,500. 

Owen said a twice- yearly callup brings 

30.000 trainees each year into compulsory 
national service training for two years. They 
can be called up for “camps” for a further 10 
years and are not released from foe national 
reserve until they are 65 years old. 

“In a serious crisis South Africa could, over 
a period, raise an army of several hundred 
thousand men — possibly half a million even- 
tually,*' Owen wrote. 

“In an emergency foe South African army 
could immediately raise an active force of 
75,000,” he said. “In addition, there are 
another 75,000 men in foe commandos, an 
armed volunteer militia. There are also 

37.000 police of whom 3,000 are organized 
in counter-insurgency formations and equip- 
ped with qrmored personnel carriers."

Iran oil 
still flows 
into U.S., 

report says 

NEW YORK, March 12 (AP) — NBC 
news reported that the United States 
imported more oil from Iran in Jan. 1980 
than in Jan. 1979, despite U.S. President 
Timmy Carter's pledge to ban further pur- 
chases of Iranian oil. 

According to the report, on Tuesday 
"Unpublished Commerce Department fig- 
ures" show that the United States imported 
7.3 million barrels of oil in Jan. 1980, com- 
pared to 5.8 million barrels in Jan. 1979. 

Commerce Department officials were not 
available for comment Tuesday night. 

Last Nov. 12, eight days after Iranian 
militants overran the U.S. embassy in Tehran 
and took Americans hostage. Carter said that 
as part of the United States' retaliation, no 
more oil from Iran would be imported. 

NBC quoted Carter aide Stuart Eizenstat 
assaying he has "no information" on oil com- 
ing in since Carter s ban. 

NBC said the Department of Energy 
would not say which American oil companies 
received the Iranian oil. 

The report said January's figures would be 
the first true reflection of any drop in oil 
imports from Iran, because they would not 
include oil off-loaded from ships that were at 
sea at the time of Carter s announcement.

Owing to high world tin prices and because 
tin production failed to meet demand in the 
Mid-1970s, the buffer stock was exhausted 
on Jan. 13, 1977, after an unsuccessful effort 
by stock managers to halt the upward price 
spiral through tin sales. 

The range now runs from 1,500 ring git 
(malaysian dollars) a picul at die floor to 
1,950 ringgi t at its ceiling level. A picul 
equals 133.33 pounds weight or roughly 60.5 
kilograms. 

The producers want the range lifted to 
1 ,850 ringgit a picul at the floor and 2,400 at 
the ceiling. Major tin producing nations are 
Malaysia, Thailand, Indonesia, Bolivia and 
Nigeria. 

A poll of consumer delegations indicated 
they are willing to raise the range, but by 
much less. Sources dose to the Dutch delega- 
tion said die European Common Market 
nations would accept a 10 percent hike, that 
is to about 1 ,650 at the floor and 2,150 picul 
at the ceiling. 

All the industrialized countries of the 
world, including the United States, the EEC 
nations, China and the Soviet Union are 
members of the World Tin Pact. 

The main argument, put forward by the 
producers is that present world market prices 
though remunerative at the top end, could, as 
tin production gathers new momentum with 
the massive investment ploughed into the 
industry in the last five years, plummet 
sharply as fresh producers reach markets. 

If that happens, as the range now stands, 
buying of tin would occur at levels which 
would hardly cover production costs, cutting 
profits and jeopardizing capital. A higher 
range would oblige the Ber stock managers to 
stockpile before disaster levels arc reached. 
The predicament has sharpened in the last 
few days. The united States, which has the 
largest strategic stockpile of tin in the world, 
has informed the tin council that it will start 
selling tin from its reserves beginning July 1 
this year.

U.S. maintains high grain sales 


WASHINGTON, Man* 12 (AP) — Ris- 
ing overseas demand for livestock feed is 
pushing U3. com exports to levels near what 
had been expected before President Jimmy 
Carter suspended further shipments to the 
Soviet Union, new government figures 
showed Tuesday. 

The Agriculture Department said one 
reason is that the Soviets have been scrambl- 
ing to find their sources far its grain imports, 
thus creating a competition among other 
foreign buyers for U.S. com. 

Carter canceled further U.S. grain ship- 
ments to the Soviet Union on Jan. 4 in retalia- 
tion for its moves in Afghanistan. The 
Soviets, beset by a short harvest last year, has 
been scouring other markets, including 


Argentina and others, to help make up its 
shortfall. 

“The higher estimate (of U2>. com ship- 
ments) reflects a decrease in export availabil- 
ity from Argentina as a result of deteriorating 
crop prospects and growing world demand as 
importing nations seek new sources of grain 
in the face of strong competition from the 
USSR." officials said. 

In all, the report said U.S. com exports are 
now expected to be a record of about 2.4 
billion bushels. That is 12 5 million more than 
experts had projected for 1979-80 Jan. 28. 
several weeks after Carter took his action. 

Also, the new com export figure mudged 
to within 100 million bushels of the 2.5 billion 
bushels predicted last Nov. 13, long before 
the partial embargo was ordered.

Crisis affects oil industry 

Spare parts rare in Iran 


TEHRAN, March 12 (R) — Iran’s indus- 
try, particularly the oil sector, could be ham- 
pered by a growing shortage of spare parts as 
the American hostage crisis continues, dip- 
lomats and analysts said here Wednesday. 

Hopes for an early easing in tension bet- 
ween the two countries collapsed when a 
United Nations commission left Iran Tuesday 
without seeing any of the 49 Americans held 
by radical Muslim students in the U.S. 
embassy. 

The major economic effect of the hostage 
crisis, which began with the embassy occupa- 
tion over four months ago, has been on the oil 
industry, the analyse said. 

Production has dropped recently to an offi- 
cially stated million barrels a day from over 
three million. Press reports and diplomatic 
sources have put current output as low at two 
million. 

The reduction is in line with declared gov- 
ernment policy, but the diplomats believed 
that lack ctf parts has contributed to it and 
would at least mean that it would be difficult 
to increase output if the government wanted 
to. 

Most pans needed for tbe oil sector are 
American-made, and the United States has 
imposed an embargo on the sale of them to 
Iran. 

Analysts said there are shortages on tbe 
production ride and in refining units, particu- 
larly for products such as petrochemicals 
which demand high technology. 

Oil Minister All Akbar Moinfar has admit- 
ted a lack of American spare parts but said 
most of them could be imported from other 
countries. 

President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr said on 
Sunday that "in the oil industry the (east sig- 
nificant problem is the lade of spare parts." 

But workers' councils have sent letters to 
the president from the oil-producing pro- 
vince of Khuzestan saying that spare parts 
cannot be obtained and that present equip- 


ment will be worn out in the near future. They 
have also complained about the lack of fore- 
ign expertise. 

Transport industries could also be affected 
by pare shortages. Informed sources said 
civil aviation has suffered in this respect, both 
with planes and helicopters. 

During recent flooding in Khuzestan, Iran 
asked Italy for emergency spare parts for 
Chinook helicopters but received no reply, 
Bani-Sadr has said. 

Iran's military equipment is also likely to 
become less serviceable as tbe crisis con- 
tinues. the diplomats said. 

Given the present low level of economic 
relations between Iran and the United States, 
and the continuing stagnation of industrial 
activity in Iran, any further unilateral sanc- 
tions by the United States would be unlikely 
to have a serious effect in Iran unless they 
were very far-reaching, the diplomats and 
analysts said. 

Continuation of the crisis, however, could 
make it difficult for Iran to import the capital 
goods which it would need to fulfil the gov- 
ernment's ambitious industrial development 
plans, the analysts said. 

An indirect effect of events in Iran is that 
foreign businessmen who might come here to 
negotiate contracts are often reluctant to do 
so. 

But some diplomats said that Iran has been 
attempting to avoid isolation by paying off 
quite substantia] debts on old contracts. They 
were unable to give details. 

President Carter s freeze on Iranian assets 
in the U.S. has had little domestic effect on 
Iran, the diplomats and analysts said. 

Despite deding oil exports, the country's 
foreign exchange reserves are continuing to 
rise, with central bank governor Ali Reza 
Nobari recently putting them at $15 billion. 

The Iranian government has had no diffi- 
culty in meeting its commitments, and has not 
required the estimated $5.5 billion which are 
frozen in U.S. banks.

U.S. House passes sugar bill 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) — U.S. 
House of Representatives passed legislation 
Tuesday supporting a treaty to stabilize world 
sugar prices through 1982. 

The measure, which implements the Inter- 
national Sugar Agreement, was adopted on a 
367-30 vote. 

About 30 nations are participating in the 
agreement which seeks to hold raw sugar 
prices at from 11 cents to 21 cents per pound. 

Supporters of the legislation pressed for 
passage before a meeting of tbe International 
Sugar Organization, scheduled in London 
later this month. 

Representative Charles A. Vanik, D-Ohio, 
who managed the bill on the House floor, said 
the measure should be passed as a sign of 
good faith to other nations concerned by the 
United States’ failure to pass the implement- 
ing legislation. ... 

Previous attempts to pass the legislation 
had failed because it was tied to controversial 


domestic sugar price support. Tbe measure 
passed Tuesday does not affect the domestic 
sugar program. 

In 1977, the world* s major sugar producing 
and consuming nations negotiated the 
agreement which established a system of 
export quotas and ' stockpiling to maintain 
sugar prices within the set range. 

The agreement calls for participating sugar 
exporting nations to withhold supplies from 
the market when prices are 11 cents to 14 
cents per pound. A price of 15 cents to 19 
cents per pound is considered a "free mar- 
kef' condition .when importers would not 
impose quotas- and exporters would not 
stockpile supplies. When prices rise above 19 
cents, reserve stocks are to be released to 
bring down prices. 

Tbe U.S. Senate ratified the agreement in 
Nov. 1979 and the United States has honored 
the terms of the pact since then, although the 
implementing legislation had not been 
enacted.

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Outlook bleak for hostages 

Vance says earliest release May; 

U.S. urged to exercise patience 


In 3 southern primaries 


WASHINGTON. March 12 (AP) — Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus R. Vance sees no break- 
through in the hostage crisis before May. 
U.N. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim says 
even that forecast may be too optimistic. 

In separate statements Tuesday, Vance 
and Waldheim counseled patience despite 
the failure of the U.N. investigating commis- 
sion to make progress toward release of the 
approximately 50 American hostages being 
held in Tehran. 

Vance was to meet with Waldheim Wed- 
nesday in New York to see if the commission 
can be revived. Waldheim said Iran needs 
time to iron out the “strange power situa- 
tion” which prevails in that country. 

Vance, after briefing members of Con- 
gress, said no breakthrough is expected 
before the elections for the Iranian parlia- 
ment are concluded. The first phase of the 
elections begins Friday, but the parliament is 
not scheduled to convene until May. Iranian 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr predicted 
the hostages won't be released before 
“mid- May at the earliest." 

But Waldheim, in an interview with the 
public broadcasting station, said the resolu- 
tion of the crisis may hinge on how well sup- 
porters of Bani-Sadr' s moderate policies do 
in the elections. 

“The kind of support (he receives) will be 
of great importance for a possible solution to 
the problem," Waldheim said. Implicit in his 
remarks was the possibility that the crisis 
could go on indefinitely if backers of the 
militants holding the U.S. embassy com- 
pound win a majority. 

Two weeks ago. Ayatollah Khomeini had 
said that the fate of the hostages would be left 
to the parliament. 

In a message broadcast Tuesday by Tehran 


radio and monitored by the BBC, Khomeini 
told his followers to vote and “dash the hopes 
of the enemies of the Islamic republic .... 
especially the oppressive U.S. government.” 
He told them to “storm the ballot boxes to 
cast your votes." 

Vance, Waldheim and Iranian government 
authorities all indicated Tuesday that the 
work of the U.N. commission was only sus- 
pended and they held out the possibility it 
may still produce progress. Waldheim also 
said he has received assurances that the hos- 
tages are “safe and sound ” 

Nonetheless, Waldheim indicated that 
Khomeini was to blame for the comission’s 
inability to carry out its assigned task. 

The mission went to Iran with a mandate to 
examine Iranian grievances against the 
former Shah, and to meet with the American 
hostages as a first step toward an early solu- 
tion of the crisis. 

The commission left Iran early Tuesday 
without fulfilling the second objective. A day 
earlier, Khomeini had ruled that the commis- 
sion would be allowed to meet only those 
hostages alleged to be spies. 

On Tuesday night, Waldheim said it was 
his impression that -Khomeini personally 
supported the original mandate of the com- 
mission. The Carter administration has made 
it known privately it had the same under- 
standing. 

Despite signs of growing congressional and 
public impatience with the long crisis, now in 
its 130th day, the administration appeals to 
have ruled out the use of force to end it. 

State Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter said the United States has not 
exhausted all peaceful or “non-violent” 
approaches to a settlement. 

Vance, who was expected to meet Wed-

nesday with the commission members in 
addition to Waldheim, said the wisest 
approach at this point is to “wait and see" and 
to review options. Iranian Foreign Minister 
Sadeq Ghotzbadeh also cautioned against 
any precipitous action. 

It was not dear whether the administration 
was considering formally imposing an 
economic embargo against Iran — a step 
which was ruled oat six weeks ago as a gesture 
to Iran. 

Officials have said, however, that such a 
measure would be largely irrelevant because 
trade with Iran effectively was cut off a few 
days after the crisis began. 

It was announced in Panama, meanwhile, 
that the Shah soon will undergo an operation 
in Panama City on his inflamed spleen. A 
local television station reported Tuesday, 
that the Shah “won' t be admitted tonight, but 
soon” 

The Shah's spokesman in New York, 
Robert Armao, could not be reached for 
comment. 


War aides, 2 whites in Mugabe’s cabinet 


SALISBURY, March 12 (R) - Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe has selected a 
broad-based cabinet of moderates, radicals 
— and two whites — to guide the new black 
state of Zimbabwe through the early days of 
independence. 

The 22-member government announced 
Tuesday includes 16 members of Mugabe's 
nationalist party which worked from exOe in 
Mozambique until returning this year follow- 
ing the London agreement on Rhodesian 
independence. 

Veteran nationalist Joshua Nkoruo, 
Mugabe's former co-leader in the Patriotic 
Front guerrilla alliance, was appointed home 
affairs minister and bis party was given three 
other cabinet posts. 

The only man to survive from the old 
cabinet of Bishop Abel Muzorewa — who did 
not get a post — was David Smith, one of the 
two whites in the new government list. 

Smith, who becomes minister of commerce 
and industry, was joined in the cabinet by 
fanners’ union leader Denis Norman: as 
minister of agriculture. Both men had lent a 
sympathetic ear to black interests during the 
old white administration. 

Mugabe's ZANU-PF (Zimbabwe African 
National Union — Patriotic From) took the 
main portfolios of prime minister, deputy 
prime minister, defense and foreign affairs. 

Mugabe confirmed by British governor 
Lord Soames as Zimbabwe's prime minister, 
appointed his wartime deputy Simon Mzenda 
as deputy prime minister and foreign minis- 


ter. Other senior positions went to Mugabe' 
wartime lieutenants, including Edgar Tek- 
ere, who is now planning and development 
minister, and Enos Nkala, who. was named 
finance minister. 

Mugabe and Mzenda met Soames Tuesday 
and the British governor “formally appointed 
Mugabe the prime minister of Zimbabwe ” a 
British spokesman said. He will accede to the 
powers of his office at independence in Bri- 
tain's last African colony later this month or 
early in April. 

Meanwhile, in neighboring South Africa a 
cabinet showdown over the racial policies of 


Prime Minister Pieter Botha ■ participated by 
Mugabe's victory was averted Tuesday. 

. Leading right-winger An dries Treuraicht, 
whose opposition to change in apartheid 
threatened to split the ruling National party, 
apparently backed down during a three-hour 
cabinet meeting. 

Statements issued later healed at least 
temporarily the rift between the prime minis- 
ter and Txeunucht, who bolds the powerful 
post of party leader in Transvaal province. 

But it appeared that basic differences on 
race policy remained in the national party 
and could resurface again. 


Colombia negotiations stalemated 


BOGOTA, Colombia, March 12 (AP) — 
Negotiations for the release of the hostages 
held in the Dominican republic' s embassy for 
two weeks are reported at a stalemate, and a 
high-ranking government source says a bar- 
gaining session Wednesday could be crucial. 

The source said the guerrillas had reduced 
the number of imprisoned leftists they want 
released from their original demand of 311, 
but the government still refuses to release 
anyone. 

“For the government of Colombia it is the 
same thing to band over one prisoner or 3 1 1 , 
for in any case it would violate the constitu- 
tion and abrogate a judicial sentence,” said 
the government source, who asked not to be 
identified by name. 

“All the possibilities have been explored. 


but the government is incapable legally of 
releasing from jaO criminals who are there by 
judicial order.” 

Because of this, he said, Wednesday’ s fifth 
meeting between representatives of the gov- 
ernment and the leftist guerrillas who took 
over the embassy during a reception on Feb. 
27 could be “crucial." 

During the four previous meetings, all held 
in a closed van in front of the embassy, the 
guerrillas virtually abandoned their demands 
for$ 50 million and worldwide publication of 
a manifesto denouncing alleged human rights 
violations in Colombia, the source said. 

Other sources reported earlier that the 
government is offering daily safe passage out 
of Colombia for the guerrillas in file embassy, 
reportedly to Syria, Libya or Algeria.

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Carter, Reagan claim landslide win 


ORLANDO, Florida, March 12 (Agen- 
cies) — President Timmy Carter and Ronald 
Reagan have won landslide victories in three 
southern states primaries and face the pros- 
pect of possibly knocking out their main 
rivals for this year’s presidential elections in 
The next round. 

The results of Tuesday’s primaries in 
Florida, Georgia and Alabama left the two 
losers. Democratic Senator Edward Kennedy 
and Republican George Bush, in need of vic- 
tories in Illinois next Tuesday to rescue their 
foundering presidential candidacies. 

Kennedy, brubbed by margins ranging up 
to eight- to- one Tuesday night in Carter’s 
home area, will now be going all out for a 
strong rebound performance in Illinois. 

Rush, the early front runner in the Repub- 
lican race, was perhaps under even greater 
pressure to do well in the populous mid- 
Wes tern state or see his chances fade away. 

In Illinois, he will have the additional chal- 
lenge of another tough contender, Illinois 
Congressman John Anderson. 

Bush also faces the prospect that former 
President Gerald Ford may jump into the 
race as a moderate alternative unless he can 
defeat the ultra-Conservative Reagan at that 
point. 

Carter and Reagan, the former California 
governor, demonstrated strong support from 
almost every voter group in compiling their 
overwhelming margins of victory in the 
south. 

Both had been expected to win in a region 
where Cartel's southern background and 
Reagan's staunch conservatism gave them 
strong appeal. But they did even better than 
predicted, running away with the popular 
vote and with scores of delegates to the par- 
ties' no minating conventions. 

With most of the votes counted in all three 
states, results showed Carter had won in 
Florida with 63 per cent of the vote to 21 per 
cent for Kennedy. 

On the Republican side, Reagan led Bush 
by 58 to 30 per cent while Anderson, who did 


not campaign in tbe south, had about eight 
per cent. 

In his native State of Georgia, Carter 
crushed bis rival by S8 to eight per cent, and 
Reagan had a commanding 73 to 13 per cent 
lead over Bush. 

In Alabama, Carter drubbed Kennedy by 
about 82 per cent to 13 per cent, and Reagan 
defeated Busb by about 70 percent to 25 per 
cent. 

Carter captured 180 of the 208 Democra- 
tic national convention delegates at stake in 
the three elections. 

Meanwhile, Carter gained an overwhelm- 
ing victory in Oklahoma's Democratic pre- 
cinct caucuses and even bis detractors con- 
ceded he would wind up wi til at least 30 of the 
state’s 42 national convention delegates. 


And in caucuses in the state of Wash 
ton, with about 25 per cent of tbe pred 
reporting. Carter was also defeating Kenr 
by a margin of about 3- 1 in the first Wes 
test between the two Democrats. 

A total of 130 delegates were being du 
in precinct caucuses Tuesday night in 
Western states. Partial returns frdm Ala 
which picks 11 delegates to the Democ 
convention, showed Kennedy leading n 
returns from Hawaii, which has 19 deleg 
were another victory for Carter. 

None of the national convention delej 
were chosen in Tuesday night's Oklah 
caucuses, but Carter defeated Kennedy 
margin of more than 7-1. .And this sue 
will translate into national delegates lai 
district state conventions.
